(CP) — Results of 
balloting on proposals to end the 
“11-weeks-old basic steel strike will 
not be announced until all locals 
concerned in Hamilton, Sault Ste. 
Marie, Ont., and Sydney, NS., have 
voted, officials of the United Steel- 
workers of America (C.I.0.) said as 
15,000 striking steelworkers pre- 
pared to consider the settlement 
plan. 


“The terms will be recom- 


| mended by the national com- 


mittee (of the union) and by 
myself and I have no doubt that 
they will be acceptable to the 
union,” said union director C, 
H. Millard. “But until they have 
been made known to the local 


unions, they cannot be released.” 

Voting would not be completed 
until late Tuesday or Wednesday 
and in no case would results be 
made known before all union men 
had voted. The union struck July 
15 for a 40-hour week and a min- 
imum weekly wage of $33.60. 

“There is always the danger the 
results of a vote in one area would 
influence the voting in another 
area,” said Mr. Millard. 

F. B. Kilbourn, government steel 
controller, announced late Saturday 
the national negotiating commit- 
tee of the union had accepted the 
latest proposed plan of settlement 
and had sumitted it to striking lo- 
eals for ratification. He gave no 
details of its contents. 

However, a Canadian Press des- 
patch from Ottawa reported a well- 
informed source as saying the 
steelworkers would be offered an 
increase of 10 cents an hour re- 
troactive to April 1 and a further 
three cents an hour when work is 
resumed. It added it was understood 
the dominion subsidy to Dominion 
Steel and Coal Company at Sydney 
would be increased to meet the in- 
}crease at the Cape Breton plant 
/and that the five-cent differential 
between steel wages in Ontario and 
the maritimes would be removed.

Jail Paratroops; 
Britons Protest

LONDON. — A growing outcry 
against what most people believe 
to be unduly harsh sentences im- 
posed last week on 243 British para- 
troopers in Malaya, is being heard 
throughout the nation, 

The men, attached to the 13th 
(Lancashire) paratroop regiment in 
Malaya, were found guilty of mutiny 
by court martial Friday and were 
sentenced to two years hard labor 
and discharge with ignominy. The 
alleged mutiny took the form of 
refusal to parade, in protest against 
conditions in a camp which troops 
considered were unliveable. 

Number 15 area committee of the 
powerful Electrical Trades union, 
representing 40,000 electricians in 
the London area, called on War Min- 
ister Jack Lawson to order the im- 
mediate release of prisoners pend- 


ing further investigation, The sen- | 


tences were condemned as “harsh 
and unjustified” in view of condi- 
tions at the camp which provoked 
the men’s actions.

CANBERRA, (CP) — Australia’s 
Labor government won approval of 
its wartime record and post-war 
Policy of social security in the gen- 
eral elections Saturday and will 
enter the 18th parliament with pro- 
bably a slight reduction in strength.

sented during the long trial step by 
step. 

“To initiate war is not only an ins 
ternational crime, # is the supreme 
crime,” the court declared 

This was the basis of the court’s 
findings, which included 
that not one, but many conspiracies 
had been committed to wage war 
and that in waging war, crimes 
against humanity and war crimes 
had been committed. 
| Of the four counts in the indict- 
ment only the first—that of having 
conspired in a common plan or 
|conspiracy to commit the other 
three counts—is common to all the 
| defendants. The other counts 
|charged crimes against peace, war 
crimes and crimes against humanity. 
| Dr. Alfred Thoma, defence 
|counsel for Alfred Rosenberg, the 
Nazi party’s official philosopher, 
declared during a morning recess 
| he would appeal any sentence of his 
client to the Allied control council 
and added that if Rosenberg were 
sentenced to death he would ask 
that he be shot, instead of hanged 
or beheaded. 


Reviews Aggressive Acts 

The judgment reviewed the acts 
of aggression and time after time 
| quoted the minutes of Hitler’s secret 
|conferences planning war to show 
that the Nazis’ intentions were 
| clear from the start. 
The justices held that the cam- 
| paigns against Poland, Denmark, 
| Norway, Belgium, the Netherlands, 
| Luxembourg, Yugoslavia, Greece 
and Russia were “aggressive war.” 


| In discussing the two counts of 
| the indictment relating to crimes 
against humanity and war crimes, 
the tribunal listed act after act 
and said again: “The evidence was 
quite overwhelming of a systematic 
rule of violence, brutality and 
terror.” 

In dealing with the extermination 
of Jews, the tribunal cited estimates 
of 6,000,000 killed under Hitler's 
| program and said the hair of the 
| women victims was cut off before 
| they were killed, 
the production of mattresses. 

Valuables Saved 

The clothes, money and valuables 
of victims were sent to appropriate 
agencies for disposition, the judg- 
ment said, and gold teeth and fill- 
ings were taken from the heads 
of the corpses and sent to the 
reichsbank, After cremation, the 
}court continued, the ashes were 
used for fertilizer.

Support Waning 

Reports from southern Alberta 
indicated much of the passive sup- 
port for the strike was waning. 
| Farmers who have been holding 
| their produce off the market out of 
| deference to their striking neigh- 
bors rather than because of their 
own sympathy are beginning to 
weaken, it was reported. Another | 
large group of the Alberta Farmers’ 
Union is against extension of the 
strike beyond 30 days. 

In Kamloops, the British Colum- 
bia Sheep Breeders’ association gave 
moral support to the strike in a 
resolution passed Saturday, but in- 
dicated no strike action would be 
taken, At Shelburne, Ont., the Duf- 
ferin County Federation of Agri- 
culture passed a resolution support- 
ing the strike. 

Meanwhile, representatives of 33 
co-operative organizations which 
offered to negotiate the strike in a 
brief to the AF.U. Sept. 17 but 
were turned down, Saturday re- 
| peated their offer Meeting in Ed- 
monton under the auspices of the 
Alberta Federation of Agriculture, 
the representatives “reaffirmed 
their position.” 

The co-operatives’ committee 
which presented the brief to the 
A.F.U, said it was turned down be- 
cause the strike committee “did 
not think the time opportune to 
follow the proposals ... in which 
the co-operative organizations of- 
| fered to set up a special committee 
which would be willing to act as an 
intermediary body in bringing the 
strike to an early conclusion.” 

Presented Views 

The original brief of the co-oper- 
atives was signed by 63 persons 
| representing the 33 societies and 
was said to have “100 percent” en- 
dorsation by the board of directors 
|of the AFA. 

Excerpts from the brief include 
the following: 

“Unfortunately, some of the co- 
operatives already have suffered 
heavy losses as a result of the 
strike, and if it should continue for | 
any considerable length of time 
(this was dated Sept. 17.) losses 
may be very serious indeed . , .” 

“To many co-operatives, even 
more serious than the threatened 
financial loss is the danger of los- 
ing markets .. .” 

“The non-delivery of farm pro- 
duce does not affect all farmers 
alike. Some can support the strike 
with very small losses, while others 
are being deprived of most of their 
income. 

Burdens Unequal 

“This is very discriminating | 
| against part of our farm population 
| which, generally speaking, can least 
| afford the loss. The big grain far- 
| mer sacrifices and and loses noth- 
ing. The small farmer and home- 
| Steader who ships one can of cream 
and a few dozen eggs a week loses 
| practically his whole income . 

“It is obvious to us and to your- 
Selves that settlement ultimately 
will be made, and it is our strong 
belief that whether the settlement 
is made tomorrow or two months 
from now, that the terms of the 
settlement will be approximately the 
same. If that settlement is deferred 
for two months, ruinous losses will 
have to be sustained by individual 
farmers, by farmer-owned organiza- 
tions, and by many others not di- 
rectly interested in the strike... 
We feel that no sacrifice and no 
effort should be spared in seeking 
to avoid this calamity. We fee] that 
both your organization and the 
federal government should concede | 
& little in an effort to arrive at a 
quick settlement . .

OTTAWA, (CP) — A conference 
of dominion and provincial labor 
ministers, scheduled for Oct. 7, has 
been postponed until Oct, 15, labor 
department officials announced 
Monday.

The Christian con- 
cept of society cannot stand unless the strong 
and the capable willingly and gladly assume 
the burdens of the weak and the unfortunate. 

That is the Christian view and it is the 
view and the practice upon which our civi- 
lization must stand. 

It has been pointed out before that the

Hamilton, Ontario, is a place where for 
two months there has been open, deliberate 
and persistent violation of the law, and no

The city, upon which rested the res- 
ponsibility in the first instance, obviously 
could not deal with the situation. The pro- 
vince undertook to do so, as it was bound to 
do. In turn the province called on the Do- 
minion for help, as it was entitled to do, and 
federal officers were sent into the area, 

But neither provincial nor federal au- | 
thorities have tried to enforce the law. By 
the statute law of Canada every person is 
guaranteed the right to enter or leave his or 
her place of employment without being in- 
timidated or molested. But that right has 
been made a dead letter in Hamilton —'wit- 
ness the daily news reports of the proceed- 
ings, while those whose duty it was to en- 
force the law and protect this right looked 
idly on. 

The first duty of governments is to en- 
force law. Observance of a duly enacted 
code of conduct is the basis of civilized so- 
ciety, Freedom depends on that. Without 
it there cannot be safety of person, property 
or rights for anyone. The authority of law 
must be translated into action and made a 
living, regulating fact if there is to be any 
such thing as a democratic way of life in 
Canada. 

If law is not enforced, mob rule takes 
its place. When in any place or in any par- 
ticular there is defiance of law, a breach is 
made in the security which hedges about 
the life, property and rights of every per- 
son in this Dominion. It is not the misfor- 
tune of Hamilton peopie alone that they 
have been living in a lawless community. 
The example there set has encouraged vio- 
lation of law and resort to mobism every- 
where else, : 

The law of Canada is not unchangeable, 
Any statute can be amended or repealed by 
the representatives of the people in legisla- 
ture or parliament, And every person is free 
to urge such changes as he thinks desirable. 
There is no reason and no excuse for defying 
the law under these circumstances, To do 


so is to defy the right of the majority to say | 


what the law is to be. 


Canadians are on the whole a law-abiding 


people. But that has not been the case at 
Hamilton, and because lawlessness has pre- 
vailed there the effective authority of law 
has been weakened all across the Dominion, 
Not the authority of law as affecting labor 
disputes alone, but of all law. For one law 
cannot be trampled under foot without in- 
citing contempt for all law 

Perhaps the authorities hesitated at Ha- 


milton because the lawbreakers were thou- 
sands strong. But that is the poorest, and 
the most dangerous, of all reasons for not 
enforcing law. Is it a fact that law can be

The Canadian Broadcasting Corporat- 
ion has issued a pamphlet which purports to 
set forth its purpose and its construction and 
its functions. In this pamphlet occurs these 
amazing words: 

“We are not part of the government ... 
The Corporation is not subject to govern- 
ment control and is not answerable to the 
government.” 

Canadians were aware, of course, that 
the CBC was not part of the government. 
But it comes as something of a shock to 
read that it is not subject to control nor 
answerable to the government of the country. 

For everybody else is. The ordinary 
citizen has to abide by the laws made by the 
government. He has to pay the taxes fixed 
by the government. His property may be 
expropriated by the government. His life 
is at the disposal of the government in time 
of war, 

But the CBC is not subject to control 
nor answerable to anybody. It is a supreme 
and independent body with a peculiar ego- 
maniac sovereignty of its own. 

Indeed, instead of paying taxes, it is 
the recipient of taxes, For every Canadian 
who owns a radio must pay out $2.50 a year 
for the benefit of this uncontrolled body. 

This status of irresponsibility is unjust, 
absurd and dangerous. It was given to the 
CBC by parliament, deliberately and of set 
purpose.

There are some people who don't 
get bored hearing about the hous- 
ing problem, They are the people 
who can't get a decent place in 
which to live, There are a great 
number of these people in Canada 
—and they are becoming more des- 
perate each day. 

Everywhere I go in this province 
I hear the same kind of story, Ev- 
ery mail brings in additional re- 
ports. Typical of these are father 
mother and two or more children 
all living in one room, or crowded 
in with in-laws. The ones I hear 
about are only the veterans, but 
there are a great many others just 
as badly off. Those who have man- 
aged to find suites report rents 
of $35, $40, $50 and more for un- 
furnished suites — many in base- 
ments or attics—many with shared 


bathrooms, And the incomes of 
these people average about $100 


per month, Hon. Ian Mackenzie, 
minster of veterans’ affairs, re- 
ports that a recent survey by the 
department revealed that 22,000 
veterans are living under condit- 
ions which he describes as “very 
bad.” This is a minimum figure, 
To most people, of course, this 
is merely an excuse for pulling the

Part two of the bill provides for 
a five-man board of credit com- 
missioners to administer the act; 


| provides that credit institutions in- 


cluding branches of chartered banks 
and treasury branches—but not the 
Bank of Canada or credit unions 
—must be licensed to deal in cre- 
dit. 

The act also empowers the board 
to take over management of cred- 
it institutions if they operate with- 
out a license and they can be fined 
$1,000 to $5,000 for each day they 
operate without a license. 

The board of credit commission- 
ers also is authorized by the act 
to set up a capital assets account 
and a consolidated credit adjust- 
ment fund, and to issue Alberta 
credit certificates. 

The act does not apply to trust 
companies, mortgage companies or 
insurance companies.

DETROIT, Sept. 30, —( AP) Bob Feller of Cleveland Indians 
laid claim to major league record by fanning five Detroit Tigers 
to run his season total to 348, five more than officially credited 
to Rube Waddell of Philadelphia Athletics in 1904 as the Tribe 
beat the Tigers 4-1 in an American League game yesterday, 

Beating Detroit's ace, Hal Newhouser, on six hit pitching, Feller 
fell one strikeout short of equalling an unofficial mark of 349 
credited to Waddell through recent research 

THE TIGERS BATTED around twice before Feller got New- 
houser on three pitches in the fifth inning for the strikeout that 
put him ahead of Waddell's 343 total, officially recognized by the 
American League. Béfore the inning was over he fanned Hank 
Greenberg and got Dick Wakefield on a called third strike that 
drew a vigorous objection from the Tiger outfielder. The other two 
whiffings both came in the eighth when Bob struck out Greenberg 
far the second time and then fooled Jimmy Bloodworth. 

NEWHOUSER FANNED seven, but yielded nine hits of which 
five came in succession in the fourth inning for three Cleveland 
runs, enough to hand him his ninth defeat to go with 26 victories, 

Feller, who has lost 15, bagged his 26th victory by stopping the 
Tigers for the first time in five tries this season.

Pass Trade Rules 
Italy, Romania

School Is Sought 
Northville Area 


NORTHVILLE.—Residents of this 
constantly growing community are) 
pressing for the construction of a 
new school in the village in order 
to take care of the education of; 
children of workers of the planer 
mill here. Most of the students 
have to walk more than two miles | 
over indifferent roads in all sorts 
of weather. 

The original school here was in 
the bush some half mile south of 
the present village and before there 
was a mill here, only pupils were 
from the scattered homesteads. 


A group of taxpayers from the 
outlying parts of this school dist- 
rict then pressed for a school in 
the centre of the district. The 
authorities acceded to their point 
of view. The old school was con- 
demned and a new one built in| 
which was no doubt the centre of | 
the district, but which was very 
definitely not the “population cen- 
tre’ of the school district. 


Shortly thereafter, the Swanson 
Lumber Co. established its planing 
mill here, and the war years and the 
present period have seen a consid- 
erable inflow of permanent and 
semi-permanent residents. 

A widely signed petition has te- 
sulted from this condition, and re- 
sidents are now pressing the pow- 
ers that be for an early solution.

them out on the range alone for 
months in all the weather the 
prairies can muster. And the herd- 
ers that are left are getting pretty 
old, men like Jim Moodie who came 
from Scotland in 1919 and has been 
herding a prairie flock for almost 
30 years. He's 71. 

Shepherding is routine to men 
like Jim Moodie. In June they load 
the 


up their camp wagon, leave 

ranch and set up camp out on the 
range. And they stay there until 
October with the weekly supply 


wagon their only link with civiliza- 
tion. 

In winter they move to a perma- 
nent winter camp nearer the ranch, 
but are out with the flock in all 
weather. In storms and blizzards they 
find shelter with the sheep and their 
Collie herd dogs among the prairie 
bluffs. Through the years some have 
become casualties, frozen to death 
Frozen hands and faces are re- 
garded as occupational hazards. 

The shepherd's responsibility is to 
see his charges don’t poach on some- 
one else's property, watch for signs 
of disease among the flock and see 

hat none stray. Black sheep are 
scattered throughout the flock for 
counting purposes and the shep- 
herds count only the blacks. If any 
are found missing they assume 
others also have strayed and begin 
@ search, 

The shepherds earn from $75 to 
$100 a month and board and sheep- 
men say that kind of money is no 
attraction to younger men. Though 
there has been talk of “importing” 
shepherds from other countries such 
as Scotland, nothing has ever come 
of it. 

So men like Jim Moodie carry on, 
going out on the range every year 
with 1,500 to 2,000 sheep. 

Why doesn’t he give up?

‘Insects Make War 


On Prickly Pear 


SYDNEY, Australia, (CP) — An 
insect and a plant are waging wal 
in the states of New South Wales 
and Queensland with thousands 
of acres of good agricultural land 
as the stakes. 

The insect is the cactoblastis and 
the plant, the prickly pear, which 
was introduced into Australia in 
and since then has overrun 
land, de- 


stroving it for crop growing pur- 
poses 

The area infested is more than 
twice the size of the island state 
of Tasmania, and more than twice 
the area now under crop. in 
| Australia 

The prickly pear is a type of 
cactus Brought here from the 
United States. It has small, brittle 
branches which break off, attach 


themselves to the fur of foxes and 
rabbits and the wool of sheep, and 
are widely spread. The segments 
root wherever they are deposited 

The prickly pear is of no value 
commercially, Experiments to ex- 
tract alcohol and other commercia) 
substances from it in payable 
quantities have not proved success- 
ful. 

Prickly pear commissions were 
set up both in New South Wales 
and Queensland to combat the 
menace and in 1925 they brought 
the cactoblastis, a midget red- 
striped maggot, from the United 
States to join the battle. 

Nearly 3,000 of the maggots were 
imported, and they proved a deadly 
enemy to the prickly pear, ecat- 
ing up most varicties as quickly as 
they could be bred, and destroying 
the pear more quickly than could 
be done by the usual plowing or 
digging methods. 

The cactoblastis is now numbered 
in millions with nurseries main- 
tained in each state. Eggs from 
their cocoons are sent to farmers to 
be attached, on sheets of paper, 
to the prickly pear. 

Nearly 10,000,000 of these midget 
fighters are at work in New South 
Wales alone and, in both states
